Ot the 14 persons indicted on gam- 
bling charges, four were arrested Fri- 
day.

The grand 
jurors learned the principal gambling 
dens in Venice were owned and conduct- 
ed by St. Loufsans, who crossed McKin- 
ley Bridge to carry on their operations, 
returning each night to St. Louis. 

For years gambling has been conduct- 
ed openly in Venice. In the rear of sa- 
loons pool tables were turned into tables 
for dice games and the play was open

McGuire, principal of the 
school, said Sam' Becker was a trou- 
blesome boy, and that she had to sus- 
pend him Thursday for disorderly 
conduct. 

She and two of the teachers were in 
the school: yard when the boy fired 
his air rifle, but they were so far 
from the boy who was hit that they 
did not belfeve he could have been 
firing at any of them. 

Probably Fired at Random. 

Other pupils said they saw Sam 
Becker in the alley, and noticed his 
rifle, but that he gave them no warn- 
ing that he meant to fire on then. He 
is not known to have had any grudge 
against the Hutkin boy, and he is. be- 
lieved to have been firing at random,

They were 


Bryan Says Answer to Last 


Alien Land Law Protest 
Was Final. 


EXPECTS AGREEMENT SOON 


House Committee Postpones 
Hearing on Exclusion Bill for 
Asiatics Upon Request.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—There is no 


change in the controversy between the 
United States and Japan over the Call- 
fornia alien land laws. There is noth- 
mg. in the speech of the Japanese pre. 
mier before the Parliament which is 
new or in any way offensive to the 


- 


In substance the foregoing is the an- 
swer President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan made today in reply to inquiries 
regarding certain interpretations of the 
speech of the Japanese Premier. 

Secretary Bryan said the address con- 
tained nothing but facts and that the 
Japanese Government made known to 


him several days ago the purpose 2f 
the Japanese premier to deliver the ad- 
dress. He said this information was 
furnished him because there was an 
understanding between the govern- 
ments that none of the correspondence 
between the two foreign offices would 
be made public for some time, and then 
not before notification was given to 
each .other. 

The Secretary of State added that the 
question had not been dropped by the 
United States and that it would pe 

n up again soon. He intimated 

Japan would take. the next step, 
that the last word received from Japan, 
in August, was merely an eiaboration 
of the two previous notes submitted and 
in which she argued that the California 
alien land laws were in contravention 
of the Japanese treaty. This was all 
denied in the one communication to 
Japan from this Government, and it 
was felt then as now that the answer 
was final so far as the formal protest 
from Japan was concerned. 

Does Not Fear “Other Action.” 

Secretary Bryan said he did not know 
what the “other action” might be. He 
said that he knew the Japanese pre- 
mier did not mean by “other action“ 
anything not peaceful and to the end 
of maintaining present peaceful rela- 
tions. 

There are two ways for the matter to 
be negotiated further. One of these 18 
by the exchange of controversal notes 
and the other is by framing a new 
treaty. It is probable the latter method 
will be adopted. This is so because of 
the solid backing of the position taken 
by the administration that the Cali- 


vention of the present treaty. 4 

Secretary Bryan said that he had high 
hopes for an early settlement of the 
whole issue, and that he did not appre- 
hend any straining of relations between 
the two Governments.

Second Person Says Picture of 
Man Without Memory Is That 
of J. Allen Caldwell. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—The identity of 
“J. C. R.,“ the man without a memory, 


is being gradually established. 

A week ago Mrs. Frank Johnson of 
Taylor, N. D., saw the J. C. R.“ pho- 
tograph in a newspaper and identified 
him as J. Allen Caldwell, a former -cow- 
boy. Today, in St. Paul, Adam Lefer 
of Taylor identified the man by his pho- 
tograph as J. Allen Caldwell. “I have 
known him all my life.“ said: Lefer. 


after a quarrel with his father, and 
had not been heard of since. 

Lefer explained that the reason J. 
C. R.“ yelled “Hi, HI,“ when the name 
of Roosevelt was mentioned, was that 
he once accompanied the Colonel on a 
hunt in the Bad Lands. “He was a 
cow puncher and a fiddler and was well 
known in the old grazing days,“ con- 
tinued Lefer. 

The story of J. Allen Caldwell is that 
he was born in Chicago 41 years ago. 
At the age of 12 he moved with his 
parents to a ranch gear Taylor, N. D., 
where he resided until the year 1907. 
The winter of 1906 and 1907 he spent in 
travel, passing through Minneapolis, 
Chicage, New Orleans, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Portland. Most of the 
winter was spent at Los Angeles, where 
he became identified with the Salvation 
Army and made his home at one of the 
barracks, 

Disagreement With Father 

In the summer of 1907 he had a dis- 
agreement with his father over the value 
of his services to the family. Caldwell 
thought that to him should be deeded a 
part of his father’s ranch as payment 
for his A years’ service as a cow punch- 
er. A quarrel followed and Caldwell 
left his paternal roof, vowing never to 
return. Whenever the name of Cald- 
well has been mentioned to J. C. R, he 
has clenched his fist. - 
From the day J. Allen Caldwell left 
his father’s roof nothing was heard of 
him. Inquiries were made. It began 
to be suspected that he had been mur- 
dered, and one mau actually was ar- 
rested, charged with the crime. At the 
trial, however, the prosecution was un- 
able to produce the body of Jay Allen 
Caldwell“ or to show that he was dead, 
and thus the prisoner was released. 


Picked Up Near Tracks. 

More than two years ago a man with 
wounds about the head and severe in- 
ternal injuries was picked up along the 
tracks of a railway between St. Paul 
and Stillwater, Minn. He slowly re- 
covered, but was never able to talk co- 
herently: From his exclamations it was 
gathered that he had been robbed and 
thrown from the train. After his re- 
covery he was sent to the Rochester 
(Minn.) State Hospital for Insane. 

He remained there until a few months 
ago. He ran away, taking a collection 
of old and new coins. It was there he 
wrote the letters J. C. R.“ and gave 
out intimations that he was a naval 
officer. The only places where J. Allen

Mak, HE SAYS 


Judge Declines to Discuss Con- 
ference With Mayor Whom 
Investigators Summoned. 


Judge Kari Kimmel, while passing on 
the cases of men and women brought 
before him for trial Friday in Municipal 
Police Court, gave no outward indica- 
tion that he himself had been “on the 
carpet“ recently, but it was noted that 
what might have been a sort of fellow 
feeling for accused persons made him 
unusually lenient in dealing with of- 
fenders. 

Kimmel had a close conference with 
Mayor Kiel Thursday afternoon after 
Kiel had been summoned to an informal 
meeting of the December grand jury and 
asked to investigate some of * 
official acts. 

After a long talk with Kimmel the 
Mayor said he saw no cause to revoke 
Kimmel’s commission as a police judge. 
It had been said that some grand jurors 
had demanded Kimme!’s removal. 

None of Grand Jury’s Business. 
Judge Kimmel Friday said the Mayor 
had requested him not to discuss their 
conference. He added that, in his opin- 
ion, it was none of the grand jury’s 
business how he conducted his /office. 

“Tt am a part of the Mayor’s adminis- 
tration,” he said. “Any charges mads 
against me must be filed with the May- 
or, who in turn may file the charges 
with the City Council. I was appofnted 
by Mayor Kreismann, but out of con- 
sideration for Mayor Kiel I will say 
nothing about my conference with him, |.

Would Apply Physical Tests 
Used for Recruiting.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—After a con- 
ference today with Commissioner-Gen- 
eral Caminetti, Secretary Wilson - of the 
Department of Labor advised Speaker 
Clark that the problem of Asiatic immi- 
gration could be solved by Congress 
raising the standard of admission so as 
to include in the list of excluded aliens 
those persons not able to pass the phys- 
ical tests required of recruits for the 
United States army. 

“Inasmuch as the vast majority of 
the present-day immigrants must, earn 
a livelihood, if at all, by performing 
manual labor,“ wrote Secretary Wilson, 
“I see no reason why the standard 
should not be raised to this point.“ 

The views of the Department of La- 
bor, including the Immigration Bureau, 
are expressed in a letter to Speaker 
Clark, in which Secretary Wilson says 
the method suggested would not only 
meet the Asiatic immigration issue, but 
also immigration generally of a labor- 
‘ing class, without violating the most 
favored nation or other similar clauses 
contained in existing treaties, as sub- 
jects and citizens of all countries, un- 
der such a law, would be treated ex- 
actly the same as to physical require- 
ments.

Japan seems resolved to learn 


Whether this is a nation or a confederation of 
sovereign states; 

Whether, as the American Constitution declares, 
a treaty made by the United States is a higher law 
than a state enactment; 

Whether the American people seriously wish to 
exclude Asiatics, regardless of their ability and 
character, from residence, land ownership and citi- 
zenship in this country. 

Negotiations between the two nations, concern- 
ing the California alien land law, have reached a 
point where vote-seeking demagogues, eager to in- 
flict a racial slight upon our ice tate across the 
Pacific, must be suppressed. 

Japan asks only that her people shall be admit- 
ted OR DEBARRED from the United States on 
EXACTLY EQUAL TERMS WITH IMMIGRANTS 
FROM ADL OTHER CIVILIZED COUNTRIES. 

Japan insists that California’s alien land law 
singles out the Japanese immigrants for exception- 
al, and exceptionally harsh, treatment; that this 
law violates the treaty between the two countries. 

Secretary Bryan has argued, thus far, that such 
is not the case—a formal argument to which his 
reason and his conscience can hardly have. given 
assent, since he in person uttered precisaly Ja- 
pan’s protest- against the law before its enactment. 

The Japanese Government is not satisfied with 
Secretary Bryan’s analysis of the law and the 
treaty. It perceives that, whatever the intent of 
its makers, this law in effect deprives Japanese 
immigrants of legal rights and guarantees which 
they enjoyed before its passage, and subjects them 
to business handicaps, and to a racial stigma, 
which they find it painful, and their Government 
not less so, to sustain. 

The Japanese Foreign Minister’s statement that 
“Japan recognizes the necessity of elaborating oth- 
er plans for thé solution of thé question” is not a 
threat, but a statement of obvious fact. It implies 
that an appeal to the United States Court must 
be taken, either by the United States Government |’ 
or by a representative of Japan, to determine the 
constitutionality of the California law, or that a 
new treaty must be made, more exactly defining 
the rights of Japanese immigrants in this country. 
Considerations the highest, of interest and honor 
alike, require that in the final adjustment of this 
delicate issue the United States Government shall 
mer act true to the. noble traditions of this nation.

The Post-Dispatch, after again stating the 
well-known fact that Chairman Gallagher of 
the House Committee on Railroads has been 
holding out since Nov. 21 the Hines bill sub- 
mitting a bond proposition for building the 
bridge approach along the city’s purchased 
right of way, says: We do not question Mr.

In the Council, the same course of action is, 
open to any majority in that body, under the 
rules, which may want to pass the bill redue- 
ing the length of the Southern Traction fran- 
chise one-half and gtving the city the right of 
purchase after 10 years.

REDRESS FOR “LITTLE BUSINESS.” 
The suit which the Frisco receivers, by express 
instructions. of the Federal Court, have begun 
against certain directors for $14,408,921 loss in- 
jcurred’ by the road in the Brownsville and other 
deals, is more than a warning of the heavy liabil- 
ity incurred by those who act without regard to 
the obligations of corporate officers and directors. 

It is a notice by little business everywhere that
